The response filed on 9/23/2008 has been entered. Claims 1-46 remain for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-46 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to disclose a gaming system comprising: (i) a plurality of 
terminal units; (ii) a terminal unit memory device; (iii) a currency-accepting mechanism; 
(iv) a value-dispensing mechanism; (v) an output device; (vi) a terminal unit controller; 
(vii) a host computer; (viii) a host computer memory device; and having the functions 
and characteristics in the manners as recited in claim 1 . The prior art also fails to 
disclose the limitations of claims 10,18, 27, 34, and 40.
